The good Effects of this Eſtabliſhment in- 
duced Friends in this City, about the Year 17 15, 
to ſet on foot a ſecond Subſcription, by which 
the Sum of 437/. was raiſed, and added to 
the Stock of the Houle, Since that Time, no 
general Subſcription has been undertaken ; ; 
nevertheleſs the Capital has A confiderably 
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increaſed bj many 4 generous Ege oy Dona 1 


tions. 


But as a much 25 Number of Oz; 2 pre- 
ſented,” than could be maintain'd hy the ſole 
Income of the Houſe, it was deemed expedient 
that thoſe who recommended any. Poor to the 
Houſe, whether Monthly-nicetings or particular 


Perſons, ſhould bear a Part of the Expence, in

And tho'.3.9-per 
Week are paid with every aged or poor Friend, 
1s. per Week with every Child, beſides 40s. 
at each Child's Admiſſion for Clothing, thoſe 
Who have the Charge of ſuch Objects ate con- 
fiderable Savers, as neither the "as nor the

From the firft Eſiabliſpment of this Houſe in 
1701, to the Commencement of the preſent 
Year, 246 ancient poor Friends, 577 Boys and 


Girls have been admitted; and the Family at 
preſent conſiſts of upward of 100 Perſons. 

From the ancient People it is required that 
they obſerve the Rules of the Houſe, be Ex- 
amples of Sobriety and good Order, aſſiſt one 
another when ſick; and the Women to lend 
their Aſſiſtance in mending and getting up = 
Ein of the Houſe when waſhed. 

The Boys are inſtructed in the Morning | in 
Reading; Writing and Accompts; in the After- 
noon they are employed in ſuch Work as is
